Ilis exploring stea mer Roosevelt was in 
dock at Shooter’s island receiving neces­ 
sary repairs and strengthening, and it 
was stated that he would start just as 
soon as her Eulers were installed.

Now he is in doubt again, owing 
to failure of his financial plans due to 
the death of Morris K. J esup, of the 
New York Chamber of Commerce, who 
a s president of the Peary Arctic Club 
lias been a free contributor to the funds 
which have been raised for successive 
expeditions.

All the oldsters in political Washington 
are fond of recalling that story of how

Th ey were certain to adjourn there twice 
or thrice every afternoon that the Senate 
held a long session. 
It was at lirst 
a 
marvel why the two men seemed to have 
the sam e thought at the same moment 
and began to make tracks simultaneously 
from different parts of the senate cham­ 
ber—one being a Democrat and the other 
a 
Republican- toward 
that 
committee 
room. 
It turned out that they had 
prenr- 
ranged signals. 
The Old Rom an’s sig­ 
nal w as to pull out 
that 
famous 
bandanna handkerchief and to blow 
nose with clarion loudness. 
When William E. Chandler was in 
Senate there were long intervals when 
he and Senator Gallinger were entirely 
oblivious of one another’s presence. They 
fought and made up again and again. 
T h e two Maine senators. Hale and Frye, 
have always maintained amicable rela­ 
tions, but there has been little love lost 
between them. 
They work together but 
train with entirely different contingents 
in the Senate. 
When Senator Raynor 
of Maryland was sworn in he was hardly 
on speaking terms with the late Senator 
Gorman. 
Generally the 
two 
senators 
from a state come from different factions 
or followings, as is the case with 
Sen­ 
ators Kittredge—whose parents still live 
In his native state of New Hampshire- 
j 
and Gamble of South Dakota, who iiavei 
a personal feud. 
Rut there is a long list of states whose 
senators are alienated to greater or less 
degree by rivalries or jealousies or open 
quarrels. 
These are so numerous as to 
be regarded almost commonplace around 
the capitol. 
While there are comparatively few in­ 
stances where senators have 
been real 
chummy, especially where senators from 
the sam e state have enjoyed such close 
personal relations, there are many where 
they have differed hotly. 
These differ­ 
ences 
are 
generally 
denied 
by 
both 
parties, but sometimes become open and 
w'ell known. 
For example, the present 
senators from T exas—Hailey and Culber­ 
son—do not speak a s they pass by. Vice- 
President Fairbanks when a senator, and 
his colleague, Senator Beveridge, lived a 
cat 
and dog political 
existence. 
Out­ 
wardly they were friendly, but they had 
frequent whirls in committee rooms. Sen­ 
ator Foraker and the late Senator Hanna 
were hardly on speaking terms. -Boston 
H erald.

Diamonds Harder Than Steel, 


T h e diamond is the hardest mineral 
In existence, although 
metal tantalum, 
used for electric lamp filaments, comes 
very near it. 
Although so hard, the dia­ 
mond is very brittle, so that a sharp 
blow 
will often fracture it. 
Rut 
Sir 
W illiam Crookes, who has devoted much 
time during many years to the scientific 
study of the diamond, has shown that 
if a good one is placed between the steel 
ja w s of a hydraulic press, and the pres­ 
sure is applied without jerk, so as to 
avoid 
fracture due 
to 
brittleness, the 
ja w s may be made to meet without the 
slightest injury to even the edges of the 
diam ond, the hard steel closing round it 
and taking an impression of the much 
harder diamond just like so much wax. 
T h is experiment, no doubt, in the hands 
of a skilled scientist, would be all right, 
but we would not advise readers to try 
it on with their diamond rings. -Tit-llits.

A Duchess Sounds a Trum pet Call. 
T he speech of the D uchess of Marl­ 
borough at the dinner 
given 
to Mrs. 
H um phrey Ward in New York by the 
Playground Association of America was 
a trum pet call to A m erican women. It 
should stir them to response not in New 
York alone, but in every part of this 
country. 
T he duchess comes back to us after 
twelve years’ residence in England, dur­ 
ing which she has observed the brilliant 
part played by English women in poli­ 
tics. as well as the adm irable work they 
are doing in philanthropic and educa­ 
tional 
fields. 
In 
her speech in 
New 
York she did not “ criticise American 
w omen.” as she w as foolishly accused 
of doing by several newspapers. 
She 
merely pointed out what many have felt 
but too few have expressed—the need of 
more activity among our women in poli­ 
tics and 
in other public fields where 
their 
influence can 
be exercised 
with 
benefit. 
She said, am ong other things: 
“ In England, as you know, the influ­ 
ence of women has permeated every field 
of human endeavor, political and philan­ 
thropic, no less tlitu sociul and artistic. 
T he results appear in the really splendid 
achievements of the associations formed 
to guard and help girls who toil in fac­ 
tories and shops; to provide employment 
for the wives of convicted criminals; to 
care for the fatherless and orphans; and 
to m ake playgrounds for little children. 
“ From their earliest childhood, E n g­ 
lish women are made to feel the obliga­ 
tions of iml'vidual responsibility, and so- 
cieuty itself demands 
adequate 
fulfil­ 
ment. 
It is this sense of obligation that 
1 venture to think we American women 
should foster and develop 
Here there 
are. of course, no custom ary obligations. 
B u t does not the mere privilege of citi­ 
zenship m a republic sucn as this Involve ' 
personal responsibility and plaee it on a 
far higher plane? 
T h a t every citizen 
owes tliis to the mother state in such ra- j 
tio a s his influence, his intelligence, and 
his capacity to help certify, is a very 
old maxim, but one not alw ays brought 
into the sphere of enterprise. 
Is it not 
possible for the women citizens of this 
great republic to recognize that personal 
obligation on its ethical basis and to 
turn it to account in practical work?” 
H ow much practical work 
can 
be , 
done English women are constantly dem- : 
onstratiug. A few tine American women | 
are doing excellent work cere. Jan e A d-j 
dam s stands on a level with any won.an 
in the world today a s a practical hu- i 
nianitarinu. 
Such New York women as 
Miss Helen Gould, Mrs. Arthur Dodge,

Russell Sage, M iss Grace Dodge. 
Mrs. Schuyler Van 
Rensselaer,

not enough of them. Am erica needs new 
recruits. 
and

They should represent not 
only the society women who have mode 
so good a record in N ew York and other 
cities, but working women

well— | 
women in the professions and women in 
the factories. 
When these have been 
m ade to realize how much influence for 
good they an* permitting to lie dormant, 
something will be accomplished. 
After 
that, lmt two things remain: 
First, intelligent study 
of 
American | 
conditions and the selection of those in J 
especial need of betterment. 
Second, intelligent activity along the 
lines thus indicated. 
If the Duchess of Marlborough sue- , 
coeds in creating widespread interest in 
this national need of ours she will have! 
performed a 
very 
real 
service to 
her i 
country and her country women. 
Then. ! 
happily, the prediction with which she ; 
e niod her speech may be realized: 
“ If American women can do so much \ 
mid do it so well,” she said, "why is it ! 
that a greater number do not interest 
themselves in philanthropic and eduea- | 
tional work?

tops are secure and airtight. 
In making 
lemonade with this sirup, place a little 
crushed ice in the bottom of

glass; add one or two teaspoonfuls of

with either carbonated or plain water.

in m aking cak**s, 
pies, puddings,
